Howard Dickson - VEIDHD 
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THE ALTAR ROOM

After cleaning the rest of the 
basement, Kaye stepped into what 
she always thought of as the "altar 
room", a cosy soundproofed nook 
with its own heater and lighting sys- 
tem. It was a quiet little haven, quite 
separate from the rest of the house, 
although contained within it. 


As usual, its peaceful atmosphere 
had a calming effect she couldn't ex- 
plain. Small multicolored lights 
glowed in the semidarkness. Large 
numbers on one box blinked at a con- 
stant rate. Kaye often thought she 
heard voices whispering in here, but 
could never pinpoint them.

For instance, he had erected a 
large aluminum creation, on a tower, 
in their backyard, calling it his ‘icon 
to His Holiness’.
